Good hay and grain are said to} 
produce good imilk. This is because} 
the avors are desirable and not suf-} 
ficiently strong to make themselves 
noticeable in the product. Carrots, | 
onions, and a number of other vege- 
tables on the other hand have strong 
characteristic flavors which 
come the natural flavor of the milk. ! 
Certain vegetables growing in the! 
Alps mountains give a — peculiarly | 
spicy odor and flavor to the milk of 
Swiss cows. Weeds taken into the! 
cow's stomach will be noted plainly! 
in the weedy flavor of her milk. This

short. Any strongly flavored food} 


is liable to make itself evident in the! 
products of the animal,

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GERMAN AGENT CAUGHT 


The arrest of a Gertnan. in whom 
Canada, and particularly the West, 
@ iuch interested, is announced, in 
a recent dispatch from Salt Nae 
City.

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U-Boat Victims 


A Sample of German Barbarism 
Told by British Captain 


Captain George Heatley, master of 
a West Hartlepool steamer, in a let- 
ter to his home at Blyth, relates a 
terrible story of German barbarisin 
at sea, says the London Express, 

On May 3 he sighted a steamer's 
lifeboat, flying a white rag and = an 
oil coat, and later went alongside, 
There were three men living and one 
dead aboard the boat. Those living 
were too weak to lift the body over- 
board, 

These men were the sole survivors 
of the Newcastle steamer Caithness, 
carrying a crew of forty-nine, whict 


had been torpedoed by a Gerinan 
submarine without warning, The 
ship» immediately heeled over and 


sank, They imanaged to get the life- 
boat away, but it capsized, All were 
Struggling in the water when the 
Submarine went amongst them, and 


the Germans jeered and spat at them, 

Afterwards nineteen got into the 
lifeboat and they were fourteen days 
adrift without water. Some went 
mad and jumped overboard: 

After the fifth day a steamer was 
sighted, but instead of picking them: 
up she steered off and fired severak 
shots, thinking the lifeboat was an 
enemy submarine. 

One of the three survivors died on 
the day of rescue, another had both 
fect amputated, but the third was re- 
ported on a fair way to recovery 
when Captain Heatley left him at a

Provincial Farm 
Loan Legislation 


Provincial Governments Plan 
Assist the Farmer 


A marked feature of the legislation 
‘i the provinces this year has been 
the various Farm Loan Acts that 
lave been passed by the legislatures 
of Ontario and the Prairie Provinces. 
Although the direction of all the 
Micasures is the same, in cach case 
there has been adopted a_ different 
method, so far at least as the de- 
tails are concerned, of attaining the 
desired goal. While the provinces 
referred to have particularized this 
year in this manner, Quebec for 
some time has had a system in the 
Caisse Populaire or People’s Credit 
Bank, and British Columbia has The 
Agricultural Act, 1915, tending  to- 
wards the fulfilment of the saine ob- 
ject 

The Ontario Farm Loans Act is 
to be operated through the municipal 
corporations of the province, who 
can borrow from the provincial 
treasurer such sums as are required, 
Not more than half the amount loan- 


to 


ed can be used for other purposes 
than permanent improvements and 
the loan must not exceed 60 per 
cent. of the assessed value of — the 


land, while the rate of interest in de- 
imitely settled at 35 per cent, 

The Manitoba Farm Loans Act 
creates a farm loans association with! 
a capital of a million dollars divided 
into 200,000 shares of $5 each, of 
which the province takes half ‘and 
advances further a sum equal to the 
remainder of the paid-up capital. 
The rate of interest is to meet the 
rate of interest on the — securities, 
plus one per cent. to cover expen- 
ses. No loan is to exceed 50 per 
cent. of the value of the property in- 
volved and not to be for more than} 


$10,000. | 
The Saskatchewan Act provides} 
for the appointment of a board of 


adininistration to consist of a salaried 
commmissioner and two members to| 
be paid per diem expenses. As in} 
Manitoba, the loan is not to exceed 
50 per cent. of the valuation of the 
property offered as security, but the] 
board is to settle the rate of inter-| 
est. The provincial treasurer, for 
the purposes of the Act, is authoriz- 
ed to raise a loan of $5,000,000, 
The Alberta Act provides for a} 
board of three or five members, one) 
of whom is to be a commissioner 
Mortgages must be for a term of 30 
years, the principal to be repaid by} 
annual instalments at a rate of inter- 
est sufficient to meet all costs.

Confidence Of The Allies 


Nothing in Outlook to Warrant Be- 
lief War Can Be Won by Huns 


To believe that Germany can win 
this war would be to believe that all 
our faith is empty; that all we have 
loved and believed and trusted in the 
years of our lifetime and all that has 
been believed and trusted by our 
fathers and grandfathers is now go- 
ing into the melting pot; that bar- 
barism is at last to prevail over civi- 
lization, and brute force to replace 
humanity and justiec. To believe 
that Germany can win this war is to 
cease believing in all that life holds 
for any of us 

And there is nothing in the pres- 
ent outlook or the past history of 
this war to warrant such a belief. In 
August and) September, 1914, the 
German army, prepared for forty 
years, superior in numbers, in alll 
that mechanical devices can do for 
an army, was defeated along the 
Marne, and that defeat made inevi- 
table the ultimate defeat of Germany. 
The drive to Paris failed; the drive 
to Calais failed; the drive to Verdun 
failed. Along the Chemin-des-Dames 
still another drive is failing, and be- 


fore many weeks have passed we 
shall see another British victory 
greater than the Somme, or Arras, 
or Ypres. 


General Foch, who won the battle 
of the Marne, wrote years before 
that a battle is only lost when peo- 


ple believe it to be lost. On ithe 
battlefield he sent to Joffre a mes- 
sage we may well remember now: 


“My left is shaken, my centre is re- 
treating, my right is routed;. I shall 


attack.” He did attack and won the 
Marne. We shall not lose this war 
with the Germans unless we will to 


lose it, unless we consent to lose it, 


unless we permit ourselves to be 
conquered in spirit while we — still 
have weapons in our hands and 
strength in our bodies. It is time

for the people of the United States 
to seek to acquire something of the 
determination of the French soldiers 
who said at Verdun, “They shall not

Mr. Scheidemann Learns Something 
at Stockholm 


The advantages of foreign travel 
for Germans are exemplified in the 
case of Philip Scheidemann, the So- 
cialist leader. He returns from the 
Stockholm conference convinced that 
about the only way to deliver Ger- 
many from the horrors of a fourth 
winter of war is the democratization 
of the empire. 

“It was in Stockholm,” he says in 
article in Vorwaerts, 
“that I finally accepted as my un- 
shakable conviction that of which 
{ had before been conscious—the 
thing cannot be achieved without the 
sweeping democratization of  Ger- 
many.” The thing to be achieyed is 
the finding of a way out of “this| 
endless murdering of nations.” 

More Germans ought to go abroad,| 
a great many more, that is the only| 
ay they can learn the truth. With-| 
in the empire they are taught to be-| 
lieve that Germany is fighting for its 
life against a combination of power- 


ful and desperately wicked nations 
seeking to destroy it. It has been} 

ied into their minds that Ger-| 

any’s enemies will not desist until 
they have accomplished their  pur- 
pose—Germany's only hope is 
through victory. Mr. Scheidemann 


saw a new light in Stockholm, he is 
spreading it in Berlin. It is the duty 
of Germans, he says, “to seek the 
way that will lead us out of this end- 
less murdering of nations,” and the 
only way is to make the empire de- 
mocratic. The rest of the world 
knew long ago that that was_ the 
way, that peace would come if the 
German people were made free, ‘The 
nations have united not to destroy 
Germany, but to destroy the German 
autocracy, iust as in the mining com- 
munities of former days peaceable 
recon would unite to rid the tow of) 
its “bad man.”"—From the New York 
Times.
